NASTY SAVAGE were shit. The singer appeared to be really wasted and 
during at least 10 minutes of sound trouble, he proceeded to break 
things on his chest and do back flips to keep the crowd satisfied, 
which- didn't work. The Montreal audience seemed to like this band 
from Florida, I didn't. They played a mediocre set of what sounded 
to me like a mixture of Armored Saint, Queensryche, Mercyful Fate, and 
Manowar, which isn't all that great quite honestly. 

POSSESSED were the next band on and did they ever thrash. They really 
took their speed to extremes because, also due to the shitty sound 
system, I couldn't hear anything. It was like a totally distorted 
blur. The slamming and stage-diving was manic during their set. But 
the ass-hole "official bodyguards" , who after playing pocket pool 
during the NASTY SAVAGE set, were beginning to get bored I guess, and 
started to stop all attempts at stage-diving.

what goes on in the other 39 scenes & 
then you'll have L.A. L.A, is too big and 
too impersonal to really know people & 
other bands, so this report won't (and 
can't) cover everything, but I'll try. 
Let's start off with the shows. Of course 
Goldenvoice is responsible for organizing 
a damn lot of the big shows in the L.A. 
area. These shows are held at places such 
as the Stardust Ballroom, The Santa Monica 
Civic, and the infamous Olympic Auditorium, 
all of which are nice places. Goldenvoive 
has its good and bad points, but the good 
points far overshadow the bad ones (like 
the fact that Olympic shows are so big 
and impersonal. I mean, when you get 5000 
punks together from **-0 little scenes, you 
will have some kind of conflict, which 
results in fights, drunkeness, apathy, 
all that good stuff. ) There are several 
other little promoters that do shows, but 
they never really last, as these people try their best, but 
the attending punk public always will blow it by fighting, 
vandalizing, tearing sinks out of bathrooms etc. etc... There 
will never be a shortage of gigs in L.A. but we'll never have 
a steady club like the late Cathay de Grande. There is, as 
bands go, a million of them spread over the L.A. basin. Some 
of my favourites include i Entropy (Culver City), Scared Straight 
(Sirai Valley), Doggy Style, Uniform Choice, HVY DRT (Orange 
County), Justice Leage, Pillsbury Hardcore (Pomona Valley), 
Fatal Error (The Valley). Lots of others include Don't No, 
Final Conflict, No FX, Excell, Habeas Corpus, O.Y.M., N.O.S., 
Death Toll, Love Canal. There is seriously a million more 
bands around, but I can't write about them all. Of course I 
mentioned a lot of smaller bands, as you know about the big 
bands. A million zines also, but my faves are Fllpside & Inls, 
pisease . I guess that's about it. This isn't very thoHrough 
but at least it gives an idea on what it's like in L.A.

Stewed Fish POD STYLE 



For "stewed" in the 1840s, read 
"poached" in 1986. Choose the 
freshest fish fillets or steaks, in this 
case, halibut, and poach in an au- 
thentic mushroom, shallot and 
white wine combination. This 
poaching-Iiquid is then quickly re- 
duced and served over the fish. 
Serve as a main course with steam- 
ed spinach and baked potatoes or a 
crusty whole-wheat rod. 
K cup butter, unsalted if possible 
2-tbsp finely chopped shallots or 
onion 
£ cup finely chopped mushrooms 

1 thin slice lemon 

*4 cup dry white wine 

^ cup chicken or fish stock or 

water 

Salt and freshly ground pepper 

2 medium-large halibut steaks, 
about 1 % lb (600 g) 

I tbsp finely chopped parsley 

Melt 2 tablespoons of the butter 
in a shallow heavy-bottomed sauce-

pan just wide enough to hold the 
halibut comfortably in one layer. 
Chop the remaining butter into I- 
teaspoon pieces and reserve in Lie 
refrigerator. Add shallots ar.d 
mushrooms, fry gently for about 5 
minutes or until vegetables are 
tender and liquid exuded by tie 
mushrooms has evaporated. Add 
the lemon, white wine and stock, 
bring to a boil, reduce heat and 
simmer, uncovered, for 2 minutes. 
Season with salt and pepper. 

Wipe fish, set in the poaching liq- 
uid, cover and bring to a simmer. 
Cook gently for 5 minutes. With a 
wide spatula, turn steaks and 
poach for another 5 minutes or 
until fish flakes when very gently 
probed with the tip of a pointed 
knife. Gently lift on to a warmed 
plate, remove skin and bone, sepa- 
rating into 4 portions, and keep 
warm. 

Remove lemon slice from sauce- 
pan, increase heat to high and boil 
hard, stirring frequently, until 
sauce has reduced to about half 
and has thickened, about 2 to 3 
minutes. Drain any juices accumu- 
lated around the fish into tfca 
saucepan and continue boiling for 
another minute. Swirl and stir 
chilled butter into sauce, a tea- 
spoon at a time, and serve over the 
fish as soon as the last bit has melt- 
ed. Sprinkle on parsley.

WINNIPEG (CP) - The average 1, 000- 
pound steer provides about 435 pounds of 
meat while the rest of the animal is 
devoted to the manufacture of byprod- 
ucts such as marshmallows and gum. 

According to the Beef Information Cen- 
tre, there isn't a scrap of the animal that 
isn't used. 

Leather goods are an obvious byprod- 
uct, but few consumers realize that ice 
cream, canned meats and gelatin prod- 
ucts contain gelatin from the bones and 
horns. 



Inedible byproducts include buttons, 
china, lipstick, soap, fabric softener and 
explosives. 

Cattle are also walking medicine cabi- 
nets for more than 100 life-saving and 
life-improving drugs. Insulin from the 
pancreas is used to treat diabetes. 
Heparin from the lungs is used to pre- 
vent blood coagulation during operations 
and to treat frostbite and burns. 

Even pork sausages contain beef. The 
casings, if natural, are made from the 
intestines of cattle.
